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1988). Establishing a prima facie case of obviousness requires ttat all elements nftr,* invention 
be disclosed in the prior art. In Re Wilson, 165 U.S.P.Q. 494, 496 (C.C.P.A. 1970). Minatono 
does not rectify the deficiency of Kang or Cooper and as a result a prima facie case of 
obviousness has not been established because not all elements of the claims have been disclosed. 

It is believed that the foregoing amendments and remarks fully comply with the Office 
Action and that the claims herein should now be allowable to Applicants. Accordingly, 
reconsideration and allowance is requested.
